Text of the Lesson, a Comprehensive 
Quarterly Review—Golden Text, 
Ps, xxxiv, !4—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


Lesson I,—Isaiah’s aceon con- 
cerning Sennacherib (Isa, xxxvii, 14- 
38). Golden Text, Ps, xlvi, 1, ‘God is 
our refuge and strength, a very pres- 
ent help in trouble,’”’ Sennacherib is in 
the line of Cain and Pharaoh and all 
enemies of God and His ple to be 
consummated in the blaspheming anti- 
christ of the last days back of whom 
and through whom is always seen the 
devil. The devotion of Hezekiah to 
the living and true God was too much 
for the great adversary, and so he 
stirred up the king of Assyria against 
Hezekiah. But see how two men who 
knew God prevailed in prayer, 

Lesson The suffering servant of 
Jehovah (Isa. lii, 3, to liii, 12). Golden 
Text, Isa. liii, 6, “The Lord hath laid 
on Him the iniquity of us all.’ We 
find this record right in the midst of 
the last part of Isaiah, the middle 
chapter of the middle section, and the 
middle verse is liii, 5, which gives us 
the heart of all Scripture. If with His 
stripes we have been healed, then as 
His redeemed ones standing. against 
the world, the: flesh and the devil, we 
must be content to suffer with Him 
and count it a great privilege (Phil, i, 
29; I Pet. iv, 13; v, 1, 10). We shall 
be satisfied when He is (liii, 11). 

Lesson III.—Manasseh’s wickedness 
and penitence (II Chron. xxxiii, 1-20), 
Golden Text, Isa. i, 16, 17, ‘‘Cease to 
do evil, learn to do well.” Of all the 
wicked kings of the ten tribes none 
exceeded Ahab in wickedness, but 
Manasseh in Judah seems to have ex- 
ceeded him. By comparing II Kings 
xxi with our lesson chapter we see 
how fearful the record is. It looks as 
if he did the very worst that he could 
do. The conversion of such a wicked 
man should greatly, encourage parents 
who have ungodly ehildren, for God 
is full of mercy. 

Lesson IV.—Josiah’s devotion to God 
(II Chron. iii, 4, 1-18). Golden Text, 
Eccles. xii, 1, “Remember now thy 
Creator in the days of thy youth.’’ 
This boy king probably knew only of 
his father’s zeal for God, and may 
have bee thus inspired with a similar 
zeal, hen he was only sixteen he 
began to seek God earnestly, and when 
he was twenty he purged the land 
from idolatry and did that which the 
man of God said 300 years before that 
he would do (I ea xiii, 2; IT Kings 
nee 16).

His name (Jer, xxiii, 14, 16, 21, 25, 26). 

Lesson VII.—Jehoiakim burns the 
prophet’s book (Jer, xxxvi,, 20-82), 
Golden Text, Isa. xl, 8, ‘‘The word of 
our God shall stand forever.” It was 
not the prophet’s book, but the Lord’s

APPEAL OF 
LUMBERMEN 


MOUNTAIN LUMBERMEN HAVE 
ENTERED A COMPLAINT 


The Railway Commission at-VAncou- 
ver Will Hear Cases of Abolish- 
ment of Tare Allowances—Railways 
Want to Abolish Allowances That 
Have Been in Effect for Years 
Past ih British Columbia. 


Calgary, AltaMatters that affect 
lumber users throughout western 
Canada, but in which the lumber 
manufacturers are particularly inter- 
ested, will be presented before the 
railway commissioners when they sit 
at Vancouver, Aug. 30, by W. A. 
mae, of Calgary, representing the 
fountain Lumber Manufacturers’ as- 
sociation. , These matters have to do 
with the proposed action of the C. P. 
R.. in abolishing certain allowances 
for tare weights, and with the publi- 
gation of through rates on lumber to 
stations on the G. T. P. railway, 
which the lambermen have not as yet 
obtained. 

The first complaint has reference to 
the proposed action of the C. P. R. in 
abolishing allowance which has been 
in effect for years past in British Co- 
lumbia, and which shippers claim are 
necessary to cover the average vari- 
ance from tare weights due to absorp- 
tion of moisture by reason of snow, 
ice, and rain, as well as accumulation 
of filth in cars. The shippers also 
claim that the fact that their conten- 
tibn is a fair one is borne out by the 
action of the railways in making an 
allowance for so many years. 

In conection with the complaint, 
Anstie states that the whole matter 
ha: been rather long drawn out, being 
handled first by the Canadian Manu- 
facturers’ association in the east, but 
to hurry the matter to a settlement 
the Mountain Lumbermens’  associa- 
tion will now make representation on 
their own. behalf. 

The board of railway commissiofters 
has already granted an order compel- 
ling a continuance of the allowance 
until such’ time as required for the 
lumbermen to submit evidence in sup- 
port of their action.

How Accidents Are Avoided When | 


Royalty Travels by Train. 


The coronation ceremonies have cast 
enormous responsibilities on the rail- 
way companies, and especially on the 
main lines in the south, running di- 
rect into London. For a considerable 
time now scarcely a day has passed 
without one or other of the railways 
being entrusted with the carriage of 
some illustrious visitor and his reti- 
nue, whose personal safety is an im- 
portant question. 

In the working of royal trains safe- 
ty is naturally the first consideration, 
and the most elaborate precautions 


| dealing in detail with every phase of 


railway working are issued to all hav- 
ing any connection with the working 
of the train, and these are supposed 
bad be kept strictly private. Primary 

oe! ences is attached to signalling, 


whenever a royal train is being | 


worked all signal-boxes on the route, 
and all intermediate block-posts, 
which, in the ordinary course, would 
be closed, are opened, and wherever 
necessary the signals are lighted a 
considerable time before the “*pilot” 
is due, and remain so until the royal 
train has passed 

All goods trains are cleared of the 
main lines at least half an hour be- 
fore the royal train is due to pass, 
and all shunting operations on sidings 
and contiguous lines are suspended. 
Drivers of trains standing in sidings 
or adjoining lines are strictly instruct- | 
ed to prevent their engines from emit- 
ting smoke; steam is not to be blown 
off, and whistling is prohibited. 

Station-masters are charged with 
the placing of reliable men at facing 
points over which the train will run, 


| thirty minutes before its timed ar- 


rival, and they remain at the spot 
until it has passed. The facing points 
are carefully examined, securely clip- 
re and padlocked soon after the pilot 
as passed, and signal-boxes are visit- 
ed to ascertain that the signalmen are 
fully acquainted with the special in- 
structions. The greatest vigilance is 
observed at, and adjacent to, all sta- 
tions through which the royal train 
asses. Approach road gates and gatea 
leaainh to goods yards and sidings are 
closed and locked before the “royal” 
is due, and the station-master holds 
the keys until the train has traveled 
ood distance from the station. 
aturally, great discrimination is 
exercised in the selection of the driv- 
ers of “royals.” Men of undoubted 
steadiness and experienee, and with 
a perfect knowledge of the route, are 
alone selected. 


Russia’s National Anthem. 

The Russian national anthem is the 
only national hymn which was adopt- 
ed as such in open competition. Until 
the time of the Emperor Nicholas L. 
the English ‘‘God Save the King” had 
served Russia, but Nicholas determin- 
ed to institute a genuine and native 
Russian anthem He announced a 
competition, open to all musicians, 
for an original national hymn. A 
musical committee reduced the thou- 
sands of entries to two, and between 
these, the works of Glinka and Lvoff, 
the czar himself decided. The highly 
martial character, with the drums and 
trumpets, of Lyoff’s composition won 
the imperial verdict, and it was de- 
creed as henceforth the Russian na- 
tional anthem. 


Beat the “G.0.M.” 

Viscount Cross has entered upon 
his eighty-ninth year. It is a quarter 
of a century since his lordship went 
to the House of Lords, and fifty-four 
years since he first entered Parlia- 
ment. 

He was never a “funny man,” but 
there are still some veterans left who 
remember the mirthful moment in 
which Lord. Cross endeavored to. be 
sarcastic, and having fixed a certain 
hilarious Minister with his eye, ex- 
claimed, ‘‘Ah! 1 hear the right honor- 
able gentleman smile!” 

Lord Cross enjoyed the intimate 
confidence of the late Queen Victoria, 
and it is his happiest recollection that 
he defeated Mr. Gladstone in South- 
west Lancashire. 


Collects Emeralds. 


The Duchess of Roxburghe has add- 
ed another great emerald to her won- 
derful collection. It is said that the 
emerald, which is mounted in a circle 
of diamonds, was brought to London 
and sold by an Oriental potentate 
there for the coronation. The duchess 
has, perhaps, the finest collection of 
emeralds known, with the exception 
of the German Empress. The duchess 
has two necklaces of cut emeralds and
